They would remain in office 
however if the majority of the 
votes cast at the special election 
failed to- be in favor of the re­ 
call.

If recalled the council could 
appoint a man, to fill the unex- 
pired term of the recalled coun­ 
cilman. If they could not agree 
on the appointment a special 
election would have to he held 
to allow the voters to elect a 
new councilman to serve the un- 
expired Irrm of office.

If the proponents, are success­ 
ful in obtaining the required 
number of signatures on the pe­ 
tition calling for the election 
the cily council must set a date 
for the spcoial election. City 
Clerk'1 Bartlefl* estimated that 
the cost of the special election 
would run between $6000 and 
$8000. This would be borne by 
the city regardless of the- out­ 
come of the recall. -

General Petroleum, which al­ 
ready has the largest conver­ 
sion -unit of its kind, has learn­ 
ed from three years' experience 
tha't a barrel of heavy fuel oil, 
fed into a "cokcr," will yield

per cent gas oil, some petroleum 
Bases which may be liquified  
"bottle gas" and' -about 85 
pounds of coke. A large volume 
of Methane and Ethane gases 
are also produced.
